De Ovies ‘Quirk’ Study 


On Sale Here Tomorrow

Folks started telling Dean Raimundo De Ovies their tales of woe 


on his first day in the ministry 46 years ago. 


ever since. 

The eminent Dean Emeritus of 
the Cathedral of St. Philip was 
ordained in 1901. “And immediate 
ly I had many people to bring 
their problems to me. I had to 
find some answers.” 

Many of these same answers, 
born of his kind, home-spun phi 
losophy are contained in a new 
and simplified study of psychiatry 
which will appear on the book 
shop shelves Monday. It's entitled, 
“But—Maybe You're Not Crazy.” 

Dean De Ovies wrote the book 
“because,” he said Saturday, “I 
haven't the time to see all the 
people who have ‘problems.’ 

“We've all got quirks—even the 
author,” the soft spoken Twentieth 
Century philosopher said “but, I'll 
be 71 years old next January, and 
I don’t have the time to devote to 
this work I used to have.” 

Dean De Ovies inherited this 
gift for providing answers to all 
sorts of problems from his father, 
who received his Ph, D..from the 
University of Madrid, Spain, when 
he was but 20 vears old. “I became 
interested in psychietry at 15,” he 
said. 

But, it was not until six years 
ago that the Dean began a serious 
study of the problems of mind 


And he's been listening 


io write two bhooks—each more 
technical than his most recent ef. 
fort. He said 
showed there was a need for a 
book written in chatty, layman's 
language. 

He began work:on “But- 
You're Not Crazy” in 1936. He 
completed the first draft, then 
re-wrote the complete story, twice, 
simplifving it each time. 

Being half Irish, the Dean po. 
sesses a charming sense of humor. 
He brought this into play, when 
he got Atlanta cartoonist. David 
Peden, to illustrate each chapter 
with a humorous cartoon.

get a bird's-eye view of yourself in the doctor’s office. 


Every article on advice to the secretary in a doctor's office 
expounds quite lengthily on the fact that the first impression the 
patient gets of the doctor is obtained when he first phones, for an 
appointment. If the secretary's end of the conversation leaves you 
with a good, smooth taste in your mouth, then you come to the 
office with your feathers flying and assured inwardly that all is 
going well and that you will be as chipper as the first robin within 
no time at all, or that you will be able to nurse that neurotic ail- 
ment long, loudly and comfortably—whichever type.you happen 
to be. 


Now, let’s turn the tables around and see the secretary's view- 
point for once. Did you ever wonder what sort of impression you 
are giving when you call for an appointment? There are types, and 
she can spot you after conversing with you for several minutes, 
and she will either be very glad to meet you when you come in for 
vour treatment or she will exert every means to show you that she 
is in charge of that office, and not you. 

The following is a typical telephone call of which there are from 
19 to 50 a day. The secretary answers the ring with what she 
hopes is a very pleasant tone. 


“Dr. Blank’'s office’—only to be

“It is almost impossible for the doctor to tell you what a fee 
will be without seeing you and knowing what is wrong with you. 
Would you like for me to give you an appointment to come in 
and let him make an examination.” 

“Well, you see, I don’t know just when I can come in.” 

(A long pause.) 

“We have office hours from 10 until 2 and from 3 to 5+0’clock 
every day except Wednesday afternoon.” 

“Wednesday afternoon would suit me better ‘cause my husband 
could come with me then.” 

(A study on the secretary’s part. ) 

“I'm very sorry, but unless it is impossible for you to come 
alone, we will have to make it another day in the week.” 

“I believe I'll come in this afternoon.” 

“We have all the appointments we can take for today. 
give you one for day after tomorrow.” 

“Rut I want to come today. I need to see the doctor.” 

“Is this an emergency?” 

“Not exactiy, but see I’ve been having a backache for about a 
month and I gotta see a doctor.” 

By the time the conversation is ended there are half a dozen 
people standing at the desk to register and the doctor has buzzed 
for the poor gal two times already and he is beginning to pace. 


Some enterprising soil has started the practice of filling the 
tloctor’s office with magazines for the patients to sit quietly and 
read (something they are always wishing they had time for .at 
home) and wait for their turn. Instead of taking advantage of such 
@ wonderful opportunity some few will march to the secretary, 
state the time of his appointment and expect to be moved into the 
inner sanctuary immediately, as if he and the doctor are both a 
part of an assembly line that moves with. split-second precision.

‘Embargo Act of 1807 which closed 
‘American ports to commerce with 
European nations. Overnight Fer- 
nandina became one of the great 
open ports of the world with for- 
eign ships of all nations throng- 
ing the anchorage. 


With the passage, in 1808, of 
acts forbidding the importation of 
slaves from Africa, the St. Mary’s 
River area entered the most vio- 
lent period of its turbulent. his- 
tory, as the slave-running center of 
the day. When the United States 
built a fort at Trader’s Hill in 
Georgia, to stop the running of 
slaves across the river, an in- 
genious system was devised to cir- 
cumvent the authorities. When a 
shipment was ready in the bar- 
racoons on the Florida shore, law- 
less characters called “moccasin 
boys” spread wild tales of Indian 
raids, When the settlers promptly 
ran for the fort, the whole area 
was left wide open and slaves 
were poured across and into Geor- 
gia. Pirates, too, swarmed all 
around Amelia Island and the St.

Bruised Popularity 
May Mean New Respect

Woman's News Editor : 
Every now and then one of our sister 


citizens surges so far ahead of the field 

that she commands an extra round of ap- 
plause from a neighborhood too apt to take its leaders 
calmly. 


This time it was Mrs. Robert H. Jones, Jr., who tilted 
lances last week with the Milk Control Board in a bruising 
session, in the name of the hapless consumer she was 
pledged to represent on that body. 


The subject of milk is diverse. Its production, control 
and pricing involve all kinds of calculable and incalculable 
considerations, and obviously even the experts disagree on 
the solution of what is a patent fact; it costs too much for 
those who need it most. 


So I am not debating the milk controversy. 


But I do want to say that Lucy Jones, known hereto- 
fore as a bright and deceptively feminine woman, has sud- 
denly spurted into view like a dependable star which sud- 
denly becomes a shooting comet. 


In Dalton the residents remember Mrs. Jones as a deter- 
mined, enterprising young person, and frequently one of 
them writes a note to this Department to remind us that 
Lucy is a girl to cherish. We invafiably reply that Atlanta 
does cherish her, indeed, enough to have recognized her 
as Woman of the Year in 1946. 


But now Miss Lucy has won new honor in her adopted 
community. It was not easy last week to leave her safe 
position as Chairman of the Board (where she was ele- 
vated, they say now, “to keep her busy’), and face the 
others with utter candor and disregard to cry fraud and 
conspiracy against the public. 


Women love to be popular with men, take especial 
pride in the esteem of their associates in business. Lucy 
may never be quite as popular again with the men of the 
Milk Control Board, but she will never have to worry a 
minute about their abiding respect. 


“A Woman's Manifesto’ 

’ Dorothy Thompson is probably the best newspaper 
woman in the world, if you are thinking of serious writers. 
She turns up, most often, with the title “Journalist”, and 
on her the word looks good. 


The first time we met she was striding up and down a 
hotel room in Chicago, anguished beyond endurance be- 
“cause of the German coup in Austria, a step she knew was 
a sure warning of Hitler’s push into world war. 


She is a big, Brunhildian woman, and she was wrapped 
in a blue polka-dotted bathrobe. Her graying hair was 
slipping from its pins and her mouth was utterly innocent 
of lipstick. She didn’t pay too much attention to my call 
because she was cynical of its purpose, coming as I did 
from the Chicago Tribune, then archly aloof from inter- 
national encounters. Suddenly she turned, in hand- 
some fury— 


“Do something, you!” she cried. “Why don’t you do 
something? You’re a woman! You're a writer! You know 
what’s going on!” Then her voice dropped. “I know,” 
she said then, in apology. “None of us can do anything, 
it seems. Only it is awful to be so impotent, isn’t it?” 

My paper thought little of the interview. I toned it 
down the best I could, but it ran on page 10 of 20 for a 
scant three paragraphs. I felt very apologetic about the 
whole thing. 

But I have never read anything Dorothy Thompson 
writes without remembering that day. Her columns in 
The Constitution always interest me above others. Her 
articles for magazines always have an intensity denied 
other commentators. 


Now she has written what must be a masterpiece, even 
to her. It is titled “A Woman's Manifesto”, and it is pub- 
lished in the current issue of Ladies Home Journal. 


Her technique has shifted and changed and improved 
each year, until this last piece has a sonorous, majestic

There 
need be no fear of hurting these 


dead wood and damaged limbs 
should be removed. This is cleanli- 
ness. 


Spray and Prune 


If your broadleaf evergreens 
have been weakened by the 
ravages of mildew or scale, two 
things may be done now towards 
correcting it for next season. First, 
there should be a thorough spray- 
ing with’ a good oil emulsion 
spray. This should be done, of 
course, after the pruning has been 
finished. Second, the plant may 
be opened up by proper pruning. 
This “opening up” of the top of 
the plant admits the sunshine 


freely, which is one of the finest 


preventives and cures of all sorts 
of mildews, blights and scale. This 
is one of the reasons for the pres- 
ent “style” of pruning peach or- 
chards. 

Carefully clean up all of the 
limbs and leaves that have been 
removed by the pruning and burn 
them. Many insects, insect eggs, 
and fungus bacteria winter on 
these damaged or diseased limbs. 
Burning will certainly stop that.

‘Montgomery, and his book is 
studded with frank criticism of 
the High Command for over cau- 
tiousness during crucial periods of 
the war when victory hung in the 
balance. Like a true soldier, how- 
ever, he obeyed his orders al- 
though he chafed under their re- 
straint. 

_ In his chapter “The Last Round- 
up,” Patton recapitulates: 

Throughout the campaign 
in Europe I know of no error |

Gen. Patton undoubtedly had his 
faults, On the other hand, there 
is no gainsaying the fact that he 
was a military genius. He proved 
that he was without fear and his 
exploits as a leader of men stamp 
him as one of the greatest sol- 
diers of all time. 

_ This book is a definite contri- 
bution to the history of the war 
and one feels that Gen. Patton 
would care to leave no better leg- 
acy.

| y | WAS an alcoholic. I had noth- 

: ing to live for. My self-confi- 

dence was gone. People shunned 

me. Even my husband—who loved 

me as much as any man could love a 

woman—wanted a divorce. Yes, I had 
hit bottom. I wanted ‘to die.” 

This is the confession of Boston 
socialite Elizabeth D. Whitney, who 
gained fame as a national archery 
champion, and afterwards was a 
hopeless alcoholic for 15 years. 

Yet today—at 41—this beautiful, 
dynamic brunette has made a remark- 
able recovery and is setting an ex- 
ample for chronic alcoholics who are 
following her road back to abstinence. 

A steady stream of desperate ad- 
dicts regularly file into her office at 
419 Boylston St., Boston. There, as ex- 
ecutive secretary of the Boston Com- 
mittee for Education on Alcoholism, 
she uses the pitfalls of her life, to- 
gether with knowledge learned at the 
Yale School of Alcohol Studies, to 
rescue others from the disease. 

A living example of the program

she suggests, courageous Elizabeth 
Whitney hasn’t touched a drop of 
liquor in more than .four years, 

“Alcoholics are desperately sick 
people,” she explains. “They need 
understanding and help. It is useless 
to say, ‘Use your will power.’ 


“People are so cold when you are 


down. They don’t realize that alco- 
holism is just as much of a disease 
as is cancer, tuberculosis, or any ill- 
ness. Ignorance makes the alcoholic 
all the worse. Condemning him only 
increases his problem.” 

That is where the Boston Com- 
mittee comes in. Mrs. Whitney’s pro- 
gram is simple. 

When an alcoholic comes for help, 
he usually bares everything to her 
after she gains his confidence. 

“They all want to know how I won 
my battle,” she says. “The answer is 
that the alcoholic must stop drinking, 
or he will always drink too much, We 
educate them to the reality that 


alcoholism is a disease, and that the 
addict is a sick person.” : 

Then; since an alcoholic fully un- 
derstands the disease, Elizabeth is 
professionally equipped to suggest 
some method of treatment. In many 
instances, she recommends enrollment 
in Alcoholics Anonymous, 

Fifteen-year-old Elizabeth Whitney 
was attending a teen-age party at the 
home of a Virginia high school co-ed 
when she had her first taste of liquor. 

Alcohol became her companion. 
“But always I was sure that I could 
hold my liquor,” she says. 

Her road to national sporting fame 
began one winter afterno »n while va- 
cationing in Tampa, Florida. Friends 
equipped with bows and arrows in- 
vited her to shoot fish from their 
yacht. Inexperienced Elizabeth did 
surprisingly well. Intrigued, she de- 
veloped her skill. 

At 18 she sought national laurels 
playing in the National Tournament 
at Philadelphia, and won a Sesqui- 
centennial Sports Medal. She toured 
the country pioneering in archery. 
Soon she was helping to open a chain 
of ranges and was sharing profits on 
a partnership basis. At 23, she had 
amassed a small fortune. 

Her partners warned her against 
excessive drinking. But she laughed. 

After winning a national women’s 
archery title, colleges asked her to 
introduce the game to their students. 

“When prohibition was enforced, 
I was drinking native corn liquor 
bought by the gallon,” she confesses. 
Elizabeth was 25 then. ‘ 

She met socially prominent Mr. 
Whitney of Boston on a winter vaca- 
tion in Pinehurst, N. C. Their ro- 
mance began after she had introduced 
him to archery. 

“When he asked me to marry him 
he knew I was drinking to excess. He 
thought that marriage would cure me. 
But it never does.” 

They were married in Boston at 
one of the most fashionable socialite 
weddings of the 1931 season. Eliza- 
beth had retired from the sports 
world and had sold her holdings in 
archery ranges. 

The change-over from professional 
activity to the quiet life of a ston 
society matron. caused an uncontrol- 
lable confliet within her. 

“IT wanted to run away from every- 
thing. So I lost myself in drink.” 

Against her will, her husband 
called in a _ psychiatrist. She was 
treated for several weeks, but failed 
to respond. ; 

Finally, in desperation, physician 
and husband decided to commit her 
to a mental institution. She was reel- 
ing with liquor as she defied them to 
take her from the house. 

Her psychiatrist persuaded her to 
drink some liquor containing a strong 

sedative, and _ she 
became unconscious. 
The next week she 
escaped from the 
hospital and came 
home drunk. Once 
they managed to. 
hospitalize her for 
six months, during 
which several so- 
called cures were 
tried. She came 
home, promising to 
refrain from alcohol. 
A week later she was 
worse than ever. 
Then she met an 
ex-alcoholic, who 
told how she had 
licked the disease. 
“There’s only one way to give up 
liquor,” the woman ‘advised. “If you 
make a promise every day not to 
drink for 24 hours, you’ll get used to 
getting along without it.” 

In desperation, Elizabeth tried the 
idea, It worked. “I found out that 
it is possible to live without the 
stuff,” she confesses. “It wasn’t easy. 
I had to accept the fact that only 
through complete abstinence could I 
recover; that I was one of a multi- 
tude of Americans who had lost con- 
trol over alcohol.” 

She then formed a committee to 
provide education on alcoholism in 
New England. , 

Her courage and faith reborn 
Elizabeth Whitney succeeded in re- 
cruiting physicians, educators, judges 
and clergymen to comprise the spon- 
soring committee of her organization, 
which is pledged to accept any 
alcoholic seeking its aid and to pro- 
vide free professional counsel. 
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YDNEY ERSKINE BREWSTER, blue blooded 
veteran of World War I, gave his necktie a 
final, reassuring pat and began transferring 

his keys, change and wallet from his business. suit 
to the semi-formal attire more in keeping with 
dinner at “The Birches.” 

Hundreds of the Long Island set would have 
welcomed the invitation from his socially im- 
portant mother, Mrs. Samuel Dwight Brewster, 
to spend the June evening at “The Birches” but 
the prospect wasn’t pleasing to “Syd” Brewster. 

As a matter of fact, nothing pleased him any

more, he conceded as he fingered his wallet. From 
a compartment in the leather container he re- 
moved several scraps of paper and fitted them 
in a pattern on the dresser top. 


The letter was to his wife, the former Frances 
Tracy Lyon, and it was signed “Rod.” Sydney 
Brewster frowned and then scowled as he read 
the endearing terms. His face distorted, he 
straightened up and called out: 

“Are you ready, Tracy?”’ 

“In a minute, Syd.” Her voice came back 
from her dressing room in the little white lie all 
wives use while completing their toilette. 

Brewster slipped the wallet with the torn letter 
into his pocket, picked up his heavy revolver, and 
went to join his beautiful wife of three years-——to 
join her in a dual tragedy that rocked New York 
and Long Island society and set a hundred tongues 
wagging the chorus:

For one thing, she had plenty of suitors and 
plenty of time in which to enjoy her freedom 
before making her selection. 

And then there was her “career” at a time—

the early 1920s—when few young ladies had such 
things. Tracy Lyon’s career was the envy of her 
girl friends because she was secretary to Sidney 
Howard, the famous playwright. 

In that capacity she met, and talked to, matinee 
idols whose very glance was enough to make a 
susceptible girl swoon. ‘Tracy wasn’t given to 
swooning, but she couldn’t help making com- 
parisons—and Syd Brewster didn’t stack up too 
favorably.

Tracy’s former beaux rallied around and 
formed stag lines, claiming or trying to claim 
every dance. Syd Brewster retired to the side- 
lines—-again, and tried to play the part of the 
gracious, debonair escort; a role not suited to him.

The two sisters, poised and pretty matrons on 
vacation, were queens of the cruise before it was 
a day old and the stag lines had formed again 
for Tracy. 

She played no favorites, but one fellow voy- 
ager, a wealthy resident of Mexico, managed to 
monopolize much of her time with entertaining 
dissertations on her favorite topics, music and 


the theatre. Tracy Lyon Brewster was happy 
for the first time in months. 

Meantime, at “Little Scrooby” her husband was 
subjecting himself to a campaign of mental tor- 
ture, inspired by jealousy. Shortly after Tracy's 
departure on the cruise, he changed his will and 
the beneficiary. 

His wife was cut off in the new testament; 
his brother, Warren D. Brewster, was to be sole 
heir. All this time his young wife was eagerly 
looking forward to her return home.

As it was, Brewster busied himself building 
a mountain out of the molehill engendered by 
innocent companionship between his wife and 
the mystery man from Mexico. 

His absences from home became more frequent. 

He was absent from “Little Scrooby” on the 
afternoon of June 16, 1926. 

That was when his mother visited the cottage, 
and found her daughter-in-law in tears. Mother- 
like, Mrs. Brewster, Senior, insisted the couple 
have dinner with her that evening at “The 
Birches,” and Tracy willingly accepted for herself 
and her trying husband. 

More and more, she had come to live in fear 
of him. His jealous rages had n reached the 
stage where he used violence and had beaten her, 
she told her mother-in-law. There was another 
comforting embrace, and the older Mrs. Brewster 
left to supervise arrangements for the dinner — 
possibly a dance afterwards, “like old times.” 

Tracy managed a smile, and she had a smile 
for Syd when he came home from his insurance 
office. Together, they went upstairs to dress. 

While Tracy did up her hair and hummed 
something that sounded to the apprehensive serv- 
ants like “Happy Days Are Here Again,” Syd 
went to his own room, changed his clothes and 
opened his wallet for the last time. 

For the last time he read the letter to his wife 
from the man in Mexico signing himself “Rod.” 
For the last time he called out the familiar: 

“Are you ready, Tracy?” 

“In a minute,” she replied. 

In that minute, Syd Brewster had picked up 
the revolver he had brought back from France, 
made sure it contained the two bullets necessary 
for his purpose, and strode into the presence of 
the woman he had loved with an intensity that 
had unbalanced his mind. , 

At the sound of his tread, Tracy looked up 
into her mirror.

OU couldn’t find a nicer guy 
y than Tommy Dorsey in the 

whole United States, said Pat 
Dane—but you couldn’t expect a girl 
to turn night into day; and remain 
rational, even for the “Sentimental 
Gentleman of Swing.” 

That’s why Pat, a vibrantly beau- 
tiful brunette who graces Hollywood's 
movie flickers, recently divorced the 
famous orchestra leader. 

There were nq sensational charges. 
Tommy wasn’t interested in anyone 
else. It was with an almost.reluctant 
whisper that Pat went through the 
routine that severed her four-year 
marriage. 

Just something; she explained 
wistfully, that had to be done--like 
punching a drowning man in the jaw 
to save your own life, or cutting the 
noose that’s about to choke you.

She'd put an unpleasant job behind 
her. ‘ ! 

Tommy, she explained with a 
small smile, doesn’t drink any more.

Tommy Dorsey's Pat Dane Just Wasn't 
Happy Chasing the Dawn,—It Landed 
Her in Reno. 
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A Remarkable Recovery After She Had 
Been Pronounced Dead Was Interpreted

HE late spring and early summer 
T of 1849 was a time of calamity 

in New York. -The city was in 
the grip of an epidemic of Asiatic 
cholera, a disease that struck and 
killed in a matter of days 
or even hours. People were 
dying by thousands. 

One of those stricken 
was a young woman 
named Catherine Rosa- 
mond Fitzgibbon. The doc- 
tors declared her _ case 
hopeless and she was 
g#ven the Last Sacraments 
of the Catholic Church. 
Soon afterward she was 
pronounced dead. 

Actually she was only 
in a trance-like condition 
and though unable to 
move or speak was fully 
conscious. She could hear 
her’ family discussing 
plans for her burial. 

Horrified but helpless, 
she vowed that if God 
would spare her she would 
consecrate her life to His 
service, As she prayed 
she had a curious vision: 
a multitude of little chil- 
dren, some laughing and 
playing, some lying on 
cots. 

The prayer was. an- 
swered. Just in time her 
eyelids twitched and she 
rally.

began to 


True to her vow, 


she entered the convent of the Sisters 
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of Charity and became Sister Mary 
Irene. But the vision had no mean- 
ing for her as yet. She had no idea 
that she was to be the instrument 
for saving tens of thousands of hu- 
man lives.

The end of the Civil War brought 
social, economic and moral crises. 
Homeless war orphans roamed the 
streets. Child abandonment and in- 
fanticide increased appallingly. Young 
babies were left on doorsteps, in 
vestibules, even in trash cans and 
vacant lots. For those still alive, the 
only refuge was the almshouse. Few 
survived there. 

Sister Irene now saw it as her 
divine mission to establish an asylum 
where these hopeless waifs could be 
given proper care and a chance in 
ife. 

All the money she had was $5. 
But,-with the aid of a lay committee, 
she finally obtained a dilapidated old 
house at 17 East 12th St., near Wash- 
ington Square. 

Sister Irene and two assistants 
took possession October 11, 1869. The 
place needed so much fixing that they 
did not plan to open until January 1, 
1870. But a baby was left on their 
front stoop that very evening, and 
by January 1 they had 129 babies 
under their care. 

That was the beginning of the 
famed New York Foundling Hospital, 
America’s oldest and largest institu- 
tion of its kind for unwanted, or- 
phaned and homeless children. 

In its 78 years it has given refuge 
to more than 100,000--enough human 
beings to populate a good-sized city 
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and its protective arm has reached 
out clear to the West Coast. Over 
the years it sent more than 27,000 
of these youngsters, by the carload, 
to foster homes all over the country 

Many of them have made thei 
mark in business, the arts and pro- 
fessions. One became a_ popular 
stage and screen actor. One even be- 
came Governor of his adoptive state 
out West. And a good number have 
come back te the Foundling Hospital 
to adopt children themselves,

In ‘its first year, Sister Irene’s 
foundling asylum cared for 1,183 chil- 
dren, and infanticides dropped, 

The institution grew rapidly. It 
moved in 1873 to its present site on 
the Upper East Side, at 68th St. and 
Lexington Ave.—an_ entire block 
leased from the city. The Legislature 
appropriated $100,000 toward the 
building and another $100,000 was 
raised privately, most of it by a week- 
long Foundling Fair. 

The new home had the most mod- 
ern facilities, but it was never in- 
tended as an orphanage where the 
children would remain indefinitely. 
As many babies as possible were 
boarded out in private homes but 
they still came in faster than they 
could be accommodated. Admissions 
ran to 1,200 or 1,400 a year. 

In 1873, several children were 
placed in foster homes in Maryland. 
That started what was probably the 
greatest child migration of all time. 
During the next 56 years the hospi- 
tal sent out children, at an average 
rate of about 500 a year, to every 
state in the Union. 


A full-ttume placement agent 
worked from city to city and state 
to state, lining up and investigating 
prospective foster parents. 

When 50 to 75 applications had 
been received and screened, the chil- 
dren were placed aboard the “Baby 
Special’—-a railroad coach _ trans- 
formed into a rolling nursery—for 
the trip to their new homes. With 
them went two nuns, two or three 
matrons and two men. 

In most cases these children were 
not placed for adoption but were 
given under indenture. The foster 
parents were responsible for their 
care but the hospital retained super- 
vision until they were grown. As 
many as 5,000 children were under 
supervision at one time. 

The Baby Special made its last 
trip in 1929. Thanks to improved 
social conditions, admissions now are 
less than half what they were in the 
old days, and the hospital’s policy 
has changed. The indenture system 
has been abandoned in favor of out- 
right adoptions, limited to the New 
York area, and the paid boarding 
home system has been expanded. 

But the hospital’s activities have 
expanded too. It now occupies eight 
buildings and has a staff of nearly 
1,000. Its facilities range from play- 
grounds and a nursery school to a

shelter for unwed mothers, a_ top- 
ranking child psychology clinic and a 
convalescent home. 

Through these facilities it is pos- 
sible to study and expertly guide the 
personality of each youngster in the 
hospital’s big family of homeless 
boys and girls. Each foundling has 
the advantage of expert health care. 

When adoptions are planned the 
hospital, like other accredited adop- 
tion agencies throughout the United 
States, takes every precaution to find 
a home and foster parents completely 
suitable to the child left in its care, 
not as an unwanted baby but as a 
sacred charge. 

Now the hospital has once more 
outgrown its surroundings. A new 
home, to cost $3,000,000, is high on 
the list in a $25,000,000 archdiocesan 
building program announced recently 
by Francis Cardinal Spellman. (The 
Cardinal, incidentally, gives the pro- 
ceeds of all his writings to help chip 
away the hospital’s $183,000 annual 
deficit.) 

The move is to be made by 1950. 

At the time this was written, the 
new site had not been decided upon. 
One location under consideration was 
adjacent to St. Vincent’s Hospital on 
West 12th St.—less than three blocks 
from the spot where Sister Irene first 
opened her humble foundling asylum.

tiny vial of amyl nitrite, a com- 

mon heart medicine, many suf- 
ferers of chronic hiccoughs could be 
relieved in a few minutes. Even “hic- 
cups” of the alcoholic kind are be- 
lieved to be relieved in seconds, when 
all other methods fail. 

The new treatment was discovered 
accidentally by Dr. R. C. Nairn, a 
surgeon lieutercnt in the _ British 
Navy. A 30-year-old stoker was sent 
to the ship’s hospital, suffering from 
a violent attack of hiccoughs. 

The man had been “hiccupping” 
explosively three or four times a min- 
ute for four’days. He was unable to 
eat or sleep. He was losing strength 
and weight at an alarming rate. 

All the old and familiar remedies 
were tried. He breathed in and out 
of a paper bag; swallowed sugar and 
vinegar; held his ears while downing 
ten swallows of water. A mixture of 
carbon dioxide and oxygen was ad- 
ministered. None did any good. 

The only treatments ‘left, to save 
his life, seemed to be the administra- 
tion of a general anesthetic, or a 
paralysis of one of the phrenic nerves 
by the injection of procaine, or crush- 
ing the nerve in a delicate operation. 

The phrenic nerves contro! the ac- 
tions of the diaphragm. When one 
of the phrenic nerves is irritated, the 
action of the diaphragm becomes con- 
vulsive rather than rhythmic. This 
results in hiccoughs. 

Before resorting to any of these 
drastic procedures, Dr, Nairn re-ex- 
amined his stock of medicines for an 
anti-spasmodic that had not been 
tried. His eyes fell on the amy] ni- 
trite. He gave it to the patient. 

It worked like a charm. In less 
than a minute after breathing the 
fumes from one tiny vial of the drug, 
the hiccoughs mercifully ‘stopped. 

Since then, Dr. Nairn has used 
the same techniqye in treating many 
cases of hiccoughs, even the kind in- 
duced by drinking too much alcohol. 
He reports success in .many cases. 

Although the new treatment is 
promising, doctors know. that- no one 
remedy will cure all types of hic- 
coughs. There are times when even 
the phrenic nerve operation does not 
have a lasting effect. 

For example, there is the case of 
Anna Mayer, a professional singer 
of New York City, who for the fourth 
time in five years was stricken with 
hiccoughs.

Anna’s hiccoughs started in 1942 
after an attack of appendicitis. She 
hiccupped around the clock for 40 
days despite the efforts of a dozen 
physicians. Unable to swallow food 
in the one-second interval between the 
spasms, she had to be fed through her 
veins, Her weight dropped from 110 
pounds to 68. 

On the 41st day her condition 
had grown so serious that Captain 
Lester Samuels, an Army surgeon, 
was given an emergency leave by 
President Roosevelt and rushed to 
New York to perform the delicate 
phrenic nerve operation to save the 
girl’s life. While two assisting phy- 
sicians stood by; he made an incision 
above Anna’s heart, probed for the 
nerve and crushed it. The hiccups 
stopped and she gradually recovered. 

Three years later, following a cold, 
Anna~was hiccoughing as violently 
as ever. After a 47-day bout, it was 
again necessary to operate. 

This operation was a success and, 
the doctors thought her permanently 
cured, but early this year she was 
seized with an attack that lasted 10 
weeks. About an inch and a half of 
her right phrenic nerve was snippéd 
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away through an incision just below 
the collar bone. 

‘This procedure should have stopped 
her hiccoughs for good. And it did 

for a while. But on August first 
of this year, Anna started in again. 
And it seems likely that she will have 
to go under the Knife for a fourth 
time. 

Dr. John J. Vitacco, Chicago phy- 
sician, has stopped hiccoughing in 
Miss Lena Sarno and several other 
patients, by intravenous injection of 
the drug curare (koo-rah-re), used by 
Indians of South America as an ar- 
row poison, but now employed in 
modern medicine for paralyzing the 
endings of the nerves which activate 
muscles, so they cease. to contract. 

Paralysis of the abdominal muscles 
arrests hiccoughing. ‘This is better 
than severing of nerves, careless and 
inefficient use of curare involves 
risks of paralyzing the breathing of 
the patient, Miss Sarno came through 
very well relieved of hiccups which 
had tormented her for 47 days, av: 
eraging four a minute. 

Another fortunate case is that of 
Doris Hertler, a 17-year-old Windsor, 
Conn., high school girl, who set some- 


thing of a record in hiccoughing for 
82 days. After trying every cure 
Imaginable even the zany ones like 
standing on her head while drinking 
a glass of water—-she was cured by 
grasping the handles of a newly in- 
vented machine that sent electric vi- 
brations through her body. Why that 
trick worked is something that hasn't 
been figured out. Maybe the external 
tickling relaxed the internal spasm. 
Anyway, Doris is rid of hiccoughs. 

Madge Evans, film star, hic- 
coughed for a whole week, following 
an attack of influenza, before the 
spasms suddenly stopped. 

Most cases of hiccoughs are start- 
ed by the irritation of the lower end 
of the food tube, where it enters the 
stomach. This irritation may be 
caused by drinking very hot or very 
cold liquids, using too much pepper or 
even smoking a pipe. It can be 
brought about by an infection or ir- 
regularity in the intestinal tract or 
chest cavity. Appendicitis, dysentery,

typhoid fever, strangulate hernia and 
cancer can have chronic hiccoughing 
as a symptom. 

Virus diseases like influenza, or 
any other infection that might cause 
injury to the central nervous system, 
can start the victim off on a serious 
rampage of hiccoughs, The signals 
sent by the damaged brain through 
the phrenie nerve are disturbed and 
cause the convulsive ‘spasms of the 
diaphragm. 

Hiccoughs can be caused by “psy- 
chic” disturbances and certain forms 
of hysteria. For example, during the 
war, there was a man who told 
Missouri hospital officials that he had 
hiccoughed over 100,000 times in a 
week. He blamed his condition on 
worry, induced by the upset condi- 
tions of the world. 

The British naval officer’s acci- 
dental discovery that amyl nitrite ap- 
parently relieves hiccoughs may save 
countless victims of this ailment from 
acute suffering.

INSON bided~ his time. In a 
corner of an audition studio in 
Detroit’s Michigan Theatre, the little 
Negro boy waited until 150 teen-age 
boogie-woogie players, trying out for 
an. amateur contest, had left Gil 
Green, the director, glum and weary. 

The contestants filed out. Gil 
Green put on his hat. Sugar Chile, 
eyes shining, stepped in his way. 

“What are you here for?” Green 
ae “You are years too young for 
“I came to play the piano,” replied 
Sugar Chile; and slid up on a ay 
He struck a few notes, and edged off, 
standing before the Keyboard. That 
was comfortable. He lifted his 
small hands above the keys again, 
and he dropped them, he played, and 
' Green’s head jerked up as if cross- 
currents of electricity flickered and 
flashed and clanged and sang in the 
room. | 

Sugar Chile, shoulders not much 
above the keyboard, gave him “Cal- 
donia,” beloved of boogie-woogie 
scholars, first, then a brief, cataleptic 


theme beyond naming. “Just some- 


thing I made-up,” he explained, as 
his right foot thumped the time. 

Abruptly, he stopped. “What do 
you think, Mr. Green?” he asked. 

Green swallowed and got his 
breath. “You’re in,” he said. 

Green meant it. The next week, 
Sugar Chile, six years old, was billed 
as “the world’s youngest boogie- 
woogie player” at the Michigan 
Theatre, and he brought down the 
house. 

That was two years ago. Since 
then he has brought down houses from 
one end of the country to the other, 
had a part in a movie, been often 
on the radio and made the world see 
that a prodigy has been born, been 
given a chance and been heard.

He's Only Eight Years Old, but the Boogie- 
Woogie Expert Has Earned Thousands 


old now, motherless, one of the seven 
children of a _ truck-driving Detroit 
ice dealer, has demonstrated by a 
great talent and a sweet nature that 
his country can be proud of him. 

On January 1, 1863, when Abraham 
Lincoln signed the Emancipation 
Proclamation, it was thought by 
many that a vast gift- had been ex- 
tendéd to the Negroes of America. 
Now it is apparent that that freedom 
was a gift to America, itself. It 
opened up to America a new wealth 
of sinew and aspiration. Now the 
dividends in talent are coming in. 

Little Sugar Chile Robinson, a 
dramatic example, is nevertheless 
only one of many. His boogie-woogie 
rolls them in the aisles; in his way 
the child is incomparable; but others 
of his. race, working quietly in lab- 
oratories and libraries and offices, 
contribute equally, or more, to a 
proud and democratic country. 

_ Sugar Chile, however, is a symboL 
He is a giant killer, who combats 
indifference, short-sightedness,  dis- 
crimination and neglect. He is the 
hero of the young, who dream, and 
of the old, who would like to dream 
again. 

To attain that eminence, the 
sturdy, cheerful Sugar Chile stepped 
out of the downstairs flat of a frail, 
unpainted frame house in Detroit’s 
Negro section. 

He stepped eventually into $5,000 
and $10,000 and $12,000 a week con 
tracts in some of the biggest cities 
in the United States. But before 
money such as that came rolling in, 
he served his own peculiar appren- 
ticeship. 

“He was just about able to walk 
when he began to wham that piano,” 
his father, Clarence Robinson, says. 


“When he was two years old one of 
the neighbors, sitting around with us 
for the evening, asked him to play, 
and offered him a nickel.” 

They thought the_ two-year-old 
would merely brush and bang the 
Keys, and they were very wrong. 

“Doggone if that little tyke didn’t 
rip with Tuxedo Junction,” sayg his 
father. ‘“‘We just stood there with our 
mouths open.” 

Sugar Chile, even then, was listen- 
ing to the radio, and the music was 
staying in his mind. 

Before he became so gloriously 
professional, he would say, a year or 
so ago: “I play anywhere they ask 
me to.” He could be specific, too. 
“] played at a lot of churches,” he 
once said. “Sometimes for regular 
meetings, sometimes for fun gather- 
ings. Once I played at a church fun 
gathering and when they ~ came 
around with the grape juice and 
crackers they didn’t pass me any. 
‘Well!’ I said to myself, and 1 joined 
another church,” 

This was not temperament. It was 
common sense. Sugar Chile has that, 
too. He had to learn to have it, the 
little boy among seven, his mother 
dying two years ago, his father faith- 
fully trying hard to do what he could 
with a truck and ice to sell. 

Now, if‘in all the country, some in- 
quirer were to seek a short-pants, 
bouncing, all-American little boy, he 
would stop in his tracks when he 
came to Sugar Chile. 

When he pipes up, his shrill young 
voice speaks for all the Negroes in 
the country. He is American and 
they are. He, and many, many 
others are ready for whatever Amer- 
ica asks of anybody, let them come 
from an unpainted frame house or 


the replica of a palace. 

His aunts bring him up, now, since 
his mother is gone. His tutor puts 
him in strict bondage two hours a 
day, and he learns the grade school 
subjects. He is going to study music 
seriously a little later and someday, 
he hopes, he will be the leader of a 
great orchestra. 

Meanwhile, he not only wins the 
hearts of his countrymen but also 
draws down those giant killer pay 
checks. He took $5,145 out of a one- 
night stand in Minneapolis, picked up 
$12,190 for a week at the Oriental 
Theatre in Chicago, and collected 
$10,000 for a second week, at the 
Chicago Theatre. 

Every penny will be accounted 
for, because under Michigan’s law a 
minor’s net earnings are his qwn and 
must be kept intact for him until he 
is 21. His lawyer, Herbert Elges, 
and Judge Thomas C. Murphy, who 
was an orphan at three, will see to 
that. 

So far, the record shows that 
Sugar Chile has invested $20,000 in 
government bonds; paid $40,000 in- 
come tax for the year 1946; and 
spent $113 dues to two unions, the 
American Guild of Variety Artists 
and the American Federation of Ra- 
dio Artists. 

He has become owner of a $13,500 
house, has been the star of several 
big radio shows, and is satisfied to 
have His father give up the ice busi- 
ness and run the new home paid for 
by boogie-woogie income. 

If you were to stop him and say, 
“You are a young man, eight years 
old, freedom your heritage and a top 
place in your life work assured,” he 
probably would say something quite 
like what he said to photographers 
the other day when they tried to de- 
tain him on the ground that he was 
already among the great individuals 
of the greatest democracy: 

“Gee whizz, fellahs! Lemme go!

Piviow' sc were smashing his puffed face, each 


blow stunning him a little more. He tried 

to get his arms up to guard his head, but he 
was too tired now. In a daze, he stood there a 
few moments longer as the winner studied him 
coldly and fired full-power blows to his jaw. 

Then he hit the canvas, head cushioned on his 
arms, and the referee counted “ten” long before 
he came back from merciful unconsciousness. 

If they would ‘only let him alone; let him lie 
there and sleep; sleep forever so he wouldn't 
have to go back in another ring next week to be 
knocked out again. 

He had trouble buying his bus ticket because 
he could not remember for a minute where he 
wanted to go. He could not name his home 
address, even though he had lived there all his 
life. Finally, after hours of head-splitting pain, 
he got home and sat glassy-eyed as his mother 
cleaned the deep cuts over his eyes, bandaged 
them, and put him to bed. 

When he slept, she cried without restraint. 
He hadn’t even recognized her.

That same morning, the-20th knockout was 
registered against his name in the official record 
book. The man who typed the terse line listing 
the date, place, opponent, and result, looked grimly 
at the file card, 

Twenty times knocked out in little more than 
two years! Another human brain mangled by 
the boxing racket; another vibrant young fellow 
ground into a hopeless wreck by the brutal 
machinery of what was once a fine, rugged sport. 

The man put the card back into the file and 
went on to others. He could pick out dozens 
showing cruel testimony of boxing’s heartless in- 
humanity to the thousands of boxers who do not 
become headliners, and even to some who had

been champions. His records point an accusing 
finger of cold facts at the promoters and boxing 
commissions, equally guilty in the destruction of 
the minds of men.

Johnny Davis, Brooklyn heavyweight, active 
from 1944 to 1946, was knocked out 20 times in his 
short career. There was something missing in the 
physical ingredients of Johnny Davis. 

He got knocked out all the time! 

It happened in his first bout, and his third, 
and fourth, sixth, seventh, eighth, and ninth. 
Then he won a bout, but back he went, again and 
again, and the punishing blows mauled his scarred 
face until he finally disappeared into the shadows. 

In his last few bouts, his co-ordination was like 
that of a man staggering drunk. 

Each time Johnny was losing something he 
would never regain. Each time he had been ap- 
proved by the examining physician of a boxing 
commission, which had, in turn, approved the 
“match” in which Johnny was obviously going to 
get blasted a little further down the road to 
oblivion. His 19th knockout, besides 12 concus- 
sions he suffered, was sanctioned by the New York 
State Athletic Commission. It happened June 25, 
1946. 

Johnny Davis still talks of fighting again. At 
25, he sits waiting—-for nothing. 

His license to box is still active in the files of 
the New York State Athletic Commission.

There were few “punchy” ex-fighters in the 
days when boxers fought with ‘their bare fists. 
The coming of the leather boxing mitt, about 
60 years ago, lessened the damage of cuts, broken 
hands, and painful bruises. But it fashioned the 
fist into a dull-paining blunt instrument much 
more efficient at causing concussions and perma- 
nent head injury. 

Boxing commissions have appeared through 
recent years, supposedly to protect the fighter, 
the public, and the promoter. They are politically 
appointed commissions, and their members often 
have no qualifications other than the proper con- 
nections with local political powers. 


R. HARRISON S. MARTLAND,. Chief Medical 

Examiner for the State of New Jersey, has 
written a study of boxing’s biggest problem, titled 
“Punch-Drunk.” It is the doctor’s opinion that 
“more than 60 per cent of professional pugilists 
who have been fighting more than five years 
develop enough mental and emotional changes to 
be considered ‘punchy,’ and more than 5 per cent 
become definitely punch-drunk.” 

According to Dr. Martland, symptoms of 
punch-drunk are: dragging of the legs; staring 
eyes; rambling, incoherent speech; tremors of 
hands; nodding of head; slow muscular move- 
ments; staggering gait; backward sway of body; 
loss of power of eoncentration; vertigo; deafness. 

Dr. Martland writes that “punch-drunk follows 
repeated attacks of brain concussion following 
blunt force blows to the head.” 

His final line is tragic: “Nothing can be 
done for punch-drunk; prevention is the cure.”

Finally, he was tossed in with a lethal young 
heavyweight who was getting quite a reputation 


back in 1935—a fighter named Joe Louis. ‘That 
was the beginning of the last furlong for Red 
Barry who was already tired; tired and spent and 
showing “slow muscular movements,” “tremors of 
the hands,” “rambling speech.” 

Louis knocked him out in two rounds. A week 
later, Tiger Fox dropped him in three. A few 
days after that he was iced again in two. Red 
Barry was on his way to the land of vague 
shadows. 

He quit for a while, but he needed money, and 
back he came for more. Two losing battles started 
the comeback, followed by more brutal knock- 
outs. Then Red hung up his gloves for good. 

But he was too late. 

You can find Red Barry today hanging around 
the streets of Washington, D. C. He hasn't any 
job, can’t hold one because his arms undulate con- 
tinually and he can’t control“the movements of 
his hands. There is one small spot of clearness in 
his mind, and Red Barry knows that he has been 
injured terribly. He knows he is “punchy.” 

Not long ago, Barry heard that a certain Wash- 
ington doctor was supposed to be able to cure 
that horrible condition. Red hurried to that 
doctor. He got a report which read: “Donald 
Barry is suffering from shaking palsy due to 
brain damage in his fighting days. The condition 
has lasted ten years and shows. little likelihood 
of improving.” 

Responsible for what happened to Red Barry 
are promoters, matchfhakers, commissions, his 
manager. Overmatching did it. 

A knockout from a head punch is a brain con- 
cussion. Should the same man receive the same 
injury in any other form of accident, he would 
be given proper medical care, rushed to a hospital 
to remain in seclusion until the delicate wound 
had healed. z 

Not, however, the boxer. Within a few minutes 
after his concussion, he may be on a train riding 
through the night to another ring where hé will 
receive another beating, probably another knock- 
out. Losing becomes habitual; the threat of death 
and insanity are his constant companions as he 
waits on his stool in the corner of the ring. 

He will go through his next bout, and another, 
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mercy may be difficult to at- 
tain, for the public laughs at 
the punchy boxer. 

The thousands of fans who 
made the rafters ring as he 
walked into those salvos of 
leather will scarcely remember 
his name. There will be new 
fighters, equally courageous, to 
follow him down the slippery 
trail to Queer street, where, ac- 
cording to Dr. Martland, six out 
of ten must go,

Dr. William B. Greaney, a 
man who has spent more than 
20 years conditioning athletes, 
resigned in 1946 from the Dis. 
trict of Columbia boxing com. 
mission (N.B.A.) in protest 
against the slack methods of 
the commission’s physical ex- 
amination, and the parade of 
punchies passing through Wash- 
ington fight arenas. 
“At least three months of 
complete rest is a must after 
a cold-out knockout,” Dr. Grea- 
ney says. “A month of doing 
nothing at all should follow any 
knockout resulting from a head 
punch.” 
The record book shows his- 
tories of boxers being knocked 
out six and seven times Within a month. Sal 
Lupo, a Boston middleweight, was knocked out 
three times on three consecutive nights in October, 
1945, after being stopped only four nights pre- 
vious to the first of the series. All occurred in 
Massachusetts which has a boxing commission. 
“No man was ever born who could take more 
than ten head concussions without being at least 
partially punchy,” says Dr. Greaney. “And re. 
member, punchiness is permanent.” 
Sam Shumway, Boston heavyweight, has been 
knocked out 42 times and is still fighting. ~ 
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Only a few are smart enough to recognize the 
early danger signals and quit boxing, stop expos- 
ing their brains to more 
punishment. 

“Such a man was Gene 
Tunney. 

Tunney awoke one 
morning to realize in 
cold-sweat terror that he 
did not know his own 
name, nor where he was, 
nor why he was there. 
He had taken a sharp 
punch on the jaw during 
a sparring match the 
previous afternoon. It 
was 24 hours after that 
punch that he came out 
of his mental blank to 
remember that he was 
training for the defense 
of his title against Jack 
Dempsey. 

That night Gene Tun- 
ney made a decision. He 
went through with the 
Dempsey bout, boxed one 
more with light - hitting 
Tom Heeney, and that 
was all. 

Dempsey caught the 
signal, too, and stopped. 
He was pretty close to 
broke, and was in the 
process of trying a few 


warm-up bouts in the 


hopes of making just 
one more big- money 
fight. Then, with char- 
acteristic Dempsey frank- 
ness, he said, ‘No paper 
dolls for me’’—-and quit the ring for good. 

Ad Wolgast was another champion. But he 
didn’t quit in_time, and he has spent the past two 
decades or more in an institution. He thinks he is 
still training for one of his fights which happened 
nearly 40 years ago. 

Young Griffo was another. No institution for 
him but the barrooms of the world where his still 
amazing shiftiness made it possible for him on a 
small bet to avoid any punch a customer cared 
to throw while Griffo kept his foot planted on a 
handkerchief, ‘The sanitarium would have been 
more humane.

Less dramatic than the 11 deaths, which oc- 
curred in professional boxing rings in 1946, and 
less quickly tragic than the killing of Jimmy 
Doyle, who died after a championship fight with 
champion Ray Robinson in the spring of 1947, are 
the unheralded and little noticed murders of men’s 
minds which take place on every fight show you 
care to name in any ring from Madison Square 
Garden to the smallest town. 

It is the mis-match that brings on the punch- 
iness. The phony “contest” in which one of the 
contestants has no chance whatsoever. 

The mis-match is made by the promoter, or his 
agents, because he knows that he can get away 
with it. It may give some top-rank fighter an easy 
win and a soft touch at the box office; it may be 
a warm-up for a champion, or contender; it may 
be to pad the record of a coming star. 

Whatever the reason, it has no place in civilized 
sport, and the commission that approves it Is 
gambling with the mind of a man. 

The New York state commission probably is 
the worst offender. Only slightly less to blame, 
and perhaps only because of smaller volume, are 
the National Boxing Association, which “controls” 
boxing in more than 30 states, and the several 
state and qcty commissions scattered, about the 
smaller communities. 

All are politically appointed. 

New York’s chairman is the politically ambi- 
tious Edward Eagan, Yale-Oxford graduate, 
husband of wealth, dabbler in politics. At the time 
of his appointment (January 11, 1945), Eagan was 
hailed as the Hercules who would give boxing’s 
Augean stable a long overdue scrubbing. 

However, abuses, particularly the brain de- 
stroying mis-matches, have increased. Badly con- 
ditioned boxers have been steady working targets 
for the few fighters of class who are active. 

Eagan’s honesty and 
his naivete have been his 
downfall in this political 
stepping-stone job which 
pays him $7,500 a year. 

A national commis. 
sioner of the Landis type 
might save boxing from 
the goal it seems to be 
trying so hard to attain 
—that of being banned 
in a wave of disgust. 

That commissioner and 
his entire organization 
must be completely free 
of any and all political 
connection. He might 
best be selected by the 
sports - writers of the 
country who have no 
political axe to grind. 

He must demand that 
9oxing produce managers 
and trainers who can 
teach boxing as a sci- 
ence, and who under- 
stand conditioning. 

There must be a cen- 
tral record office which 
would prevent a boxer 
who was knocked out in 
Youngstown one night 
from being knocked out 
in Jersey City the next. 

There must be severe 
“unfixable” punitive ac- 
tion against any manager 
who arranges such inhu- 
man treatment of the 
boxer, who for the most part is helpless. 

And there must be local commissioners with 
courage, physical examiners who recognize and 
abhor the punch-drunk symptoms.

N untold chapter in the emotional ex- 

periences of singer Peggy Norman, whose 

romantic life up to now has seemed as 
open as the hotel window from which her secret 
suitor climbed, was unfolded the other day in 
Reno. 

Peggy, who grew up in a hurry to become a 
sparkling blond night club entertainer before 
she was out of her teens, disclosed that she had 
been a runaway bride at an age when most girls 
are still asking papa for permission to go to 
a movie. 

She was in Reno to obtain a divorce from 
Count Enzo Rangoni Lucci, the hero, so to speak, 
of the window-climbing incident and, so far as 
her public knew, the only husband she Itad ever 
acquired. 

But Peggy said that wasn’t true. She had 
just neglected to mention previously that in 1939, 
when she was 17, she had eloped to Harrison, 
N. Y., with 36-year-old Alastair West Young, New 


York, representative for British distilling interests ° 


and the son of William Young, a former Member 
of Parliament. 

She added a few other details. Her father, 
Olaf Norman, a naval architect, had been pretty 
upset about the marriage at first but had finally 
approved. Just about the time he said it was all 
right, she had gone to Florida to get a divorce. 

If her chapter with Young was written in in- 
visible ink, the one with Count Enzo: was etched 
with acid on the memories of her friends. 

The count was a waggish fellow of massive 
frame and rocky countenance who had been an 
Italian captain of aviation in the swashbuckling 
days of Mussolini.

Christmas cards depicting a man sliding down 
a hotel wall with the aid of a couple of knotted 
sheets. Most of the recipients were only faintly 
amused. 

After his divorce the count disappeared from 
the Social Register, where his name had appeared 
beside that of his blue-blooded wife, but he was 
still acceptable to certain circles of society. 

His friends in this set thought he was getting 
no more than his due when the OWI hired him 
and prepared to send him to North Africa to 
broadcast to Italians. The FBI, however, thought 
otherwise. His second marriage was only a few 
weeks old when the G-men took him right out 
of his job and sent him to Ellis Island as an 
enemy alien. 

They said he had led a Fascist movement in 
the United States and had scorned U.‘%S. citizen- 
ship as “traitorous to an Italian.” 

Peggy was very indignant about the whole 
business. She said she hadn’t known he had 
Fascist leanings, even though the FBI insisted 
that he had served in Mussolini’s army as late as 
1936 and had worn a black-shirt uniform in the 
U. S. as late as 1939. 

“I’d never have had anything to do with him 
if I had known that,” Peggy said. “My father is 
a Norwegian and his relatives have suffered all 


kinds of persecution in Norway. You can imagine 
how.I feel about Fascists. 

“And besides, he didn’t defend the divorce suit 
when all those terrible detectives testified.e You 
can see where that left me and what people must 
have thought. In fact, he deceived me about a 
lot of things and I’m going to ask an annulment.” 

She did exactly that, charging that the count 
had told her he would renounce his title and 
apply for American citizenship but didn’t. 

The annulment suit died on the vine and the 
count remained for three years and two months 
on Ellis Island, where the guards frowned on 
such fanciful foibles as using sheets for ropes. 
He had been ordered deported to Italy in 1946, 
but he managed to talk his way out of that. 

Peggy was still waiting when he emerged, but 
not with open arms. She told him that his absence 
constituted desertion, even though it was involun- 
tary, and she was able to convince a Reno judge 
that her theory was correct.

HE Comstock Lode didn’t come into its own 
T as Queen-of the Bonanzas until after the 

death of the two young men who had dis- 
covered its real treasure, and the suicide of the 
man for whom it was named, 

Prospectors had been taking gold from Gold 
Canyon, Sun Mountain and Gold Hill for several 
years before Allen and Hosea Grosch, studious 
sons of a minister, discovered that the silver in 
the lode was worth twice as much as the gold. 

Before they could exploit their discovery, both 
brothers died—Hosea ‘on the diggings,” when 
blood poisoning set in after he had scratched his 
foot with a pick; Allen of starvation and exposure 
as he tried to cross the Sierra Mountains in win. 
ter to obtain new capital in California. 

Before he left’on his ill-starred trek, in 1858, 
Allen left Henry T. P. Comstock a quarter in- 
terest in the Grosch claims. But he didn’t tell 
the ex-sheepherder the secret of the silver. 

As a “gold man” Comstock detested the “blue 
stuff,” or “Devil dirt” that impeded his gold 
mining. Like the other amateur prospectors, he 
threw it away after cursing it roundly. 

Nevertheless, he had a suspicion the Grosch 
brothers had found the stuff was valuable and 
Comstock roamed the hillside and the canyon 
staking out numerous claims, including a share 
of what was to become the fabulous Ophir mine. 

The Grosch brothers’ secret leaked out in 1859. 

That was when Judge Jim Walsh sent a sam- 
ple to Mel Atwood of Grass Valley, Cal., to assay. 

The sample ran to a value of $4,791 a ton, of 
which $3,196 was in silver; the balance in gold! 


FOR every dollar in gold that had been pocketed, 
the miners of Washoe Territory, later to become 
Nevada, had been throwing away $2 in silver! 

Virginia City, on the toe of Sun Mountain, be- 
came the Mecca for miners—and speculators, not 
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to mention prospectiftg women and undertakers 
who followed the trend from California eastward. 
Comstock frowned on pals who continued to 
call him “Old Pancake,” and assumed his full 
name of Henry Thomas Paige Comstock, “discov- 
erer of the greatest lode known to man.” 
He dickered with Judge Walsh and a syndicate, 
finally sold his share of the Ophir for $11,000. 
Later, when it dawned on him that he ‘had 
traded 11 millions in silver and gold for $11,000 
cash, he killed himself with his .44 
James Fenimore, another grizzled prospector, 
had accepted from Comstock a rheumatic horse 
for his share. He was proud of the deal even 
after it developed his share was worth $75,000, 
“This hyar hoss,” he used to say, “don’t look 
like much. But he’s wuth his weight in gold.” 
Samuel Clemens arrived, not to dig gold and 
silver, but to extract and interpret the humorous 
phases for the booming Territorial Enterprise 
and chose Mark Twain for a pen name. 
Horny-handed prospectors who had been con- 
tent with taking hundreds of dollars from the 
lode, retired to make room for far-sighted giants 
of finance and industry who wanted millions. 
Brawny John W. Mackay and James J. Fair, 
hard-fisted miners and laborers, made one for- 
tune, lost it, and made a bigger one. 


AMES C. FLOOD and William S. O’Brien be- 

came multimillionaires without rolling up their 
white sleeves. They operated a saloon near San 
Francisco’s Gold Exchange. They made friends 
with the men who won and lost “on the board”; 
Jim Keene, Bill Lent, Lucky Baldwin, Johnny 
Skae and General Gashweiler. 

By a process of elimination they learned how 
to ride with the winners: when to buy mining 
stock at $20 a share and watch it soar to $1,500. 

William Sharon made one fortune in the lode 
and another with his raftroad connecting Virginia 
City with Carson City and supplying the mines 
with precious timber and supplies, while shipping 
ore to the mushrooming mills. 

John P. Jones, mine superintendent, struck a 
rich vein while exploring, and became an owner 
of the tremendously productive Crown Point mine. 

Adolph Sutro, no professional miner or saloon- 
keeper, laid the foundation of his fortune by de- 
vising methods, including a tunnel, of reclaiming 
precious ore at a time when another citizen of 
Virginia City was advocating construction of the 
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most unusual tunnel in the world. 

This visionary deplored the fact that his 
adopted town wasn’t getting its share of daylight. 

The Sierra range to the west was cutting off 
the afternoon sun entirely too early. His plan: 
Why not cut a tunnel, 2% miles long, through 
the mountains and, with the aid of a chain of 
mirrors, bring the sunlight to Virginia City? The 
project got off to an enthusiastic start but stalled 
when older heads wanted to know how much each 
merchant and resident should pay as his share 
for the sun’s upkeep. 

For 20 years, with time out to repair damage 
caused by lawsuits, fires and mine seepages, Vir- 
ginia City retained her title as Queen of the 
Bonanzas, but in 1878, professional engineers and 
experts launched a wholesale withdrawal. ‘There 
were, they admitted, several veins in the lode 
that would yield quantities of silver and gold, but 
they couldn't be worked to give the profit to 
which Virginia City was accustomed. 

Since then, sporadic attempts have been made 
to exploit the mountain, the hills and the canyon, 
but the heirs of the men who founded some of 
America’s greatest fortunes there evinced no in- 
terest in a “comeback” for the Comstock Lode. 

The Big Seven of the Lode—Fair, Flood, 
Mackay, O’Brien, Sharon, Jones and Sutro—left 
tragedy and romance behind them. 

James G. Fair died in 1894, secure in the 
knowledge that he had done very well by his 
beautiful daughters, Virginia and Theresa. 

Virginia became the wife of William K. Van- 
derbilt and Theresa ruled society’s Four Hundred 
as Mrs. Herman Oelrichs—-but the added prestige 
couldn’t keep them out of court. 

Seven assorted relatives contested the will, 
which disposed of an estate of some $15,000,000. 
The contestants settled their claims for a reported 
million dollars after litigation lasted 19 years. 

Meantime, Nettie Craven, a schoolteacher of 
San Francisco, sought to break Fair’s will with 
the startling announcement that she had been 
Fair’s common-law wife, and offered a pencilled 
will in evidence. The heirs, it was stated, gave 
her $50,000 and the will remained intact. 

Adolph Sutro became mayor of San Francisco, 
the owner of the famed Cliff House and 850 acres 
of land in the Bay City, but his will was invali- 
dated by four of his six children. 

He had cut his brother Theodore off with a 
dollar, but he turned unexpectedly Quixotic with 
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a bequest of $50,000 to Hattie 
Trundle (Mrs. George Allen) 
“for scandalous charges 
against her in Virginia City 
in 1879.” 

John P. Jones became a. 
senator and then tried to 
find a gold mine in Cali- 
fornia’s Death Valley. He 
missed the mine but founded 
the city of Santa Monica on 
the Pacific. His estate, like that of William 
S. O’Brien, was settled quietly as befitted the 
two men who lived quietly. 

No so in the cases of William Sharon and 
John W. Mackay. 

Golden haired Sarah Althea Hill challenged 
Sharon to legal combat in his declining years, 
after the death of his first wife. 

She sued for some of his millions on _the 
ground that she was his wife “through a con- 
tract marriage.” Sharon denied the claim. 

Sarah retained an attorney as fiery as herself. 
David S. Terry was an unreconstructed Rebel 
from Kentucky. He had killed Senator D. C. 
Broderick in a duel, 

When the Vigilantes sent a man to arrest him, 
Terry knifed the man with the warrant. Despite 
his flair for violence, he had a legal mind as sharp 
as his bowie knife and had served as chief justice 
of the California Supreme Court. 

Stephen J. Field had succeeded him in office 
—and Terry had hated Field for years, 
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» trial and appeals lasted for two years. 
arly in the proceedings it became ap- 
pnt that Sarah was more than just a client. 
was his sweetheart and then the wife of 
rney David Terry. 
s hate boiled over when Chief Justice Field 
lly handed down the long awaited decision— 
ah Althea Hill’s “marriage contract” was void. 
erry stomped out of court, swearing he would 
Field on. sight. 
Sharon, the focal point of the bitter fight, was 
i when Terry and Field met again in a rail- 
l eating house at Lathrop, Cal. 
erry alighted from an overnight train to see 
mortal enemy enter the restaurant with his 
yguard, Dave Neagle. 
e returned to the train, got his gun, and 


marched up to the table where Justice Field sat. 

Just as Terry yanked the flowing Field beard, 
Bodyguard Neagle fired and the hot-headed 
scholar and duelist from Kentucky fell dead. 

Romance entered the life of stubborn John 
W. Mackay in the boom days of Virginia City 
when he met Mrs. Marie Louise Bryant, a widow 
who ran a boarding house. Mackay married her, 
adopted her daughter Evelyn Julia, later the Prin- 
cess Stigliano Colonna, and fathered two sons, 
John W. and Clarence Mackay. 

With some of the millions gathered from the 
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Comstock Lode, Mackay declared war on power- 
ful Jay Gould, his enemy from an earlier business 
deal. Gould had organized the Western Union 
telegraph system. 

Mackay and James Gordon Bennett, publisher 
of the New York Herald, organized the Postal 
Telegraph company and the Commercial Cable 
company and laid two transatlantic cables to 
enter the field of international communications. 

When he died in 1902,*Mackay left $2,500,000 
to his son Clarence. Mrs. Marie Louise Mackay 
left Clarence a similar sum on her death in 1928; 
son John W. had been killed in an automobile 
accident, leaving Clarence the sole heir. 

Clarence Mackay was as dictatorial as his 
father, but he didn’t get the same results. For one

rection didn’t drive the Gould-con- 
ceived Western Union out of business; 
instead it was merged with the older 
company and lost its identity. 

Romantically and domestically, 
Clarence fared no better. His first 
marriage, to beautiful Katherine Duer, 
was a failure. She left Harbor Hill, 
the $6,000,000 chateau at Roslyn, Long Island. And 
so did Clarence’s daughter, Ellin. 

This last departure was a telling blow be- 
cause Clarence Mackay had tried desperately to 
break up her romance with songwriter Irving 
Berlin. Instead, his opposition spurred the couple 
to the altar, after Ellin had listened to the Berlin 
courting tunes all over the world. 

Mackay retired to Heartbreak House, as Har- 
bor Hill was then known, with his second wife, 
singer Anna Case. But the castle, with its 134 
servants and its $5,000,000 worth of antiques, 
was a heavy drain on the Mackay purse. ‘The 
family took up smaller quarters, leaving the 
estate to Clarence’s son, John “Willie” Mackay. 

In 1939, a year after Clarence Mackay’s death, 
Heartbreak House, nee Harbor Hill, was stripped. 

The process left gaunt marble walls standing, 
guarding an interior of nothingness. Not unlike 
the faded front and walls of the old Wells-Fargo 
Express office in Virginia City, where hundreds 
of millions in gold and silver were handled; where 
lizards hold sway today.

J OU’RE a business woman,” said the doc- 
wy tor. “You ought to know how you 
stand. You have two months to live.” 

The tall, spectrally thin woman stood up. She 
looked at the grave-faced man in white with eyes 
so bright and so piercing that all the remaining 
strength and will in her wasted body seemed to 
pour out to them 

“What do you advise, Doctor?” Her hands were 
shaking from the ravages of pernicious anemia. 

“There is nothing I can advise.” . 

“Thank you,” she said politely. “Will 
please send me your bill?” 

She walked out. That was 12 years ago. 

Today Mrs. Leda Hincks Plauche—now the pic- 
ture of glowing, gray-haired health—-can 
back at her desk in her New Orleans gift shop 
and laugh.

4d OU’LL never belong to another man,” he 
had said. “I'll kill you first!”

When he had money 
he would laugh off her questions and take her to 
a night club. When he returned broke, he would 
lash himself into a jealous frenzy and accuse her 
of running around with other men. 

“There is not a word of truth in what you are 
saying,” she told him time and time again. 

She could not help but resent such a charge, 
Since she never gave him the faintest cause of 
jealousy.

wiTH PAINT 


. oe around your house. 
How many “eyesores” 
do you. find? A _ scarred 
kitchen chair? Paint peel- 
ing off a radiator? Wood- 
work, window sills, or doors 
in need of attention? 

The axiom that a little 
paint can work wonders is 
pretty threadbare, but it is 
still as true as ever. Save 
~ odds and ends of paint 
left over from redecorating 
walls, ceilings, floors, or 
furniture, and use them 
often for touching up the 


places that get lots of wear. 


The Right Paint 


Alt kinds of new paints 
have been developed for 
particular purposes. Take 
advantage of this progress 
by buying the right paint 
for your job. Do you know 
that you can get special 
paints to use on cement, 
brick, stucco, metal and 
Ainoleum ? 

Surface Preparation 
N° paint job is going to 

look well and last a long 
time if the surface has not 
been properly prepared. 

Dust a new, unpainted 
surface thoroughly and sand 
down any rough places. 
Then apply a coat of prim- 
ing paint to seal the 
pores of the wood. When 
this is dry, fill any nail 
holes or abrasions’ with 
putty and Smooth off with 
a knife. Let this dry, and 
apply final coat. The prime 
coat may be ready-mixed 
paint which has_ been 
properly thinned; shellac 
thinned with denatured al 
cohol, or a specially pur- 
chased primer. 

If you wish to paint over 
an old surface which al- 
ready has several coats of 
paint on it, be sure that 
every bit of the surface 
is smooth, clean and dry. 
Remove dust, soot, grease, 
or wax with a reliable 


cleaner. It may be neces- 
sary to remove cracked or 
peeling paint with a wire 
brush. Smooth with sand- 


paper and apply prime coat , 


and finishing coat. 

It is not difficult to apply 
enamel! over flat paint, but 
flat paint does not adhere 
to a glossy enamelled or 
varnished surface. In a 
case like this, the surface 
should be washed first with 
strong soap and water and 
lightly sanded before the 
prime coat is applied. 

Painting Tips - 
VU HEN painting a chair, 

turn it upside down on 
a worktable and do the 
hard-to-get-at parts first. 

Use an interior surfacing 
compound or patching plas.
